BIRMINGHAM, Feb. 19.— (AP) 
A study among Southern farm­ 
ers to determine the amounts and 
kinds of credit available for cot­ 
ton and other crops has been start­ 
ed by the bureau of agricultural 
economics in Washington, accord­ 
ing to word received here. 
David L. Wiekens and Arthur N. 
Moore, have established surveys 
in North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Oklahoma, which will 
be extended later to other South­ 
ern states. 
A questionaire has been sent to 
40,060 Southern farmers request­ 
ing a confidential accounting of 
the 1026 financial and credit pt*©- 
jjram. 
Approximately 4,500 sdhe- 
duics, already returned, are being 
tabulated. 
The objectives of the study, as 
enumerated by 
bureau 
officials, 
are to determine the credit require­ 
ments for sound and practicable 
production programs in the cotton 
belt; the ability of existing credit 
agencies to finance such programs 
where reasonable security for the 
needed credit is available; and the 
extent to which farmers are in po­ 
sition to offer reasonably ample 
security for the credit necessary 
to enable them to 
adjust 
their

In China there are approximately 8817 Ameri­ 
can residents. 
The value of Chinese tra^e with 
the United States in 1924 was estimated at $224,- 
475,000. The United States maintains 1396 offi­ 
cers and men stationed in Peking and Tientsin 
i as legation guards. 
The United States has in­ 
vestments of two kinds in China . . . commercial 
and missionary. 
The former totals $70,000,000 
while the latter totals $80,000,000, religion out­ 
stripping commerce by $10,000,000. 
These are the “interests" America 
has 
in 
China. The United States has no foreign conces­ 
sions, no leased territories, no concessions and 
no foreign owned railways in China. 
Does that 
>und like “imperialism?” 
Richard Washburn Childs, in a recent article

One of the first things that was 
decided after Emperor Hirdhito 
came to the throne was that Chi- 
yoda Palace, the home of the Em­ 
peror and Empress in Tokio, should 
be occidentalízéd. The exterior, of 
course, will not be changed but the 
interior arrangements and dBtings 
are to be so altered that the Em­ 
peror and his Consort will live en- 
t :roly in foreign style. 
Ev%r since Japan

ing. They have had their Japanese 
style houses, clothing, customs. On 
the other hand, they have had a 
section of their house built in for­ 
eign style, have had a wardrobe 
of foreign style clothes, have eat­ 
en the food of the foreigner. 
This dual mode of living has 
been an expensive one, for one 
thihg, and has produced many so­ 
cial incongruities. 
The Emperor 
himself, however, has now decided 
to abolish the dual mode of living 
and his subjects undoubtedly will 
follow his example with alacrity, 
and his example with alacrity.
